GERMAN BRUTALITY AND 
AMERICAN JUSTICE. 

lf the Associated Press is right in the siate- 
ment, that the death of Americans in the 
Laconia disaster, and the destruction of the 
ship without warning, have been officially estab- 
lished, says (Ae T'imes, the “ overt act,” which 
was to destroy President Wilson's “ inveterate 
confidence” in the good intentions of Germany 
would seem to have been already committed 
when he was congratulating himself on Monday 
that it still was but a danger. The news of 
the crime reached Washington just after he had 
finished his speech, but it was then ‘unknown 
that American lives had been lost. The fact 
that at least two American ladies have perished 
would seem to bring it fully within the terms 
of what Mr. Wilson warned the Germans would 
* constitute an unpardonable offence” against 
American sovereignty. We cannot but think 
thaí the illuminating contrast between the 
vpeech of the President two days ago and the 
ypeech of the German Chancellor yesterday wil 
rofoundly impress the American people. The 
fiy and generous idealism of the one brings 


cut in startling relief the harsh and crude 
materialism of the other. 


FINANCIAL WEARINESS.

Biates, and the Municipalities, The whole 
Press discussion exhibits not only chaos, but 
weariness and indifference, and explains why 
the new Secretary of State fot the Imperial 
Treasury, Count Roedern, has had to revert to 
the pretence that Germany will put her house 
in order by exacting war indemnities, 


“A CROP OF DANCES.” 

During the past two days, says The 
Times, we have been deluged with a flood of 
letters from all élasses of readers and from 
every quarter of the country about “the crop 
of dances” (“ extremely smart, and in all re- 
epccts well up to pre-war-time conditions ”) 
which were said by a Sunday newspaper to have 
taken place last week.

PURSUIT ON THE 
ANCRE.

FURTHER VILLAGES 
OCCUPIED. 


Following the track of the enemy's retire- 
ment on the Ancre, British troops have 
occupied Le Barque and Ligny (south of 
Bapaume) and established themselves in 
the western and northefn defences of 
Puisieux-au-Mont, a few miles north-east 

of Serre, 

Raids have been made into the enemy's 
trenches south-west of Lens and east of 
Armentiéres. In both cases considerable 
damage was done to the defences, and a 
few prisoners were brought back. 

The French made a successful raid 
neighbourhood of Sailly. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


Tuesday, 9 p.m.—We have made further pro- 
ress north and south of the Ancre, and during 
the night captured the village of Le Barque. 
To-day we have occupied Ligny, and have estab- 
‘ished ourselves in the western and northern 
defences of Puisieux-au-Mont. 

We raided the enemy's positions this morning 
south-west of Lens, and destroyed a number of 
dug-outs and machine gun emplacements, We 
took a few priscners. 

Another successful raid was carried out by 
our troops duriag the night cast of Armentiéres 
on a front of half a mile. Three lines of hostile 
trenches were entered, and considerable daniage 
was done to the enemy defences. We captured 
seventeen prisoners and brought back a search- 
light and a machine gun. 

Artillery activity has continued on both 
sides north and south of the Somme. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Tuesday.-To the south-east of Villy we 
made an incursion into the German lines, and 
brought back some pipe. 

Patrol encounters took place in the region 
of Bizonvaux and in the Vosges. 

The night was calm on the rest of the front. 

Tuesday Night.—During the day there were 
somewhat lively artillery duels in the sectors of 
Lechelle, Staurin, and Beauvraignes,: south of 
the Aure, as well as in the Argonne, in the 
direction of Vauquois. In the valley region, 
an enemy coup de main broke down under our 
fire. In the Vosges a raid into the enemy 
lines resulted in our taking prisoners. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Tuesday.—Of numerous advances made by 
the English against our front between Ypres 
and the Somme, only one reached our trenches. 
Those of the enemy who peneirated into our 
trenches to the east of Arras were driven out 
again by a counter-attack. Only in a few 
sectors did the artillery activity increase beyond 
the usual intensity.

GERMAN CHANCELLOR 
AND PEACE. 


COMPENSATION DEMAND. 

The German Imperial Chancellor, in the 
Reichstag, yesterday, speaking on the first read- 
ing of the Budget, said—The adoption of the new 
war credits proclaimed to the entire world our 
irrevocable determination to fight till our 
enemies are ready for peace. As to what this 
peace should be like, much has been written 
in the Press and said at meetings. I consider it 
premature for me to take part in such debates. 
(Hear, hear.) For me, in my position, to make 
promises in advance, or to promulgate detailed 
conditions, would be unfruitful. Enemy Govern- 
ments have done it abundantly. They have 
given each other extravagant assurances, and 
all that they have attained thereby has been 
to entangle their pedples even more deeply in 
the war. (Hear, hear.) Their example does 
not attract me. What [ could say about the 
direction and aim of our conditions I have said 
repeatedily—namely, that they are to end the 
war by a lasting peace which assures us com- 
pensation for all the iniquity we have suffered, 
and assures the existence in the future of a 
strong Germany. (Loud applause.) That is 
our aim; nothing less, nothing more.

MR. CHURCHILL DEFENDS 
LORD FISHER. 


REPLY TO SIR HEDWORTH MEUX. 
On the report of the vote of 400,000 men for 
the Navy in the House of Commons last night, 
Mr. CHURCHILL said that the hon. ana 
gallant member for Portsmouth (Sir Hedworth 
Meux) in the course of his speech on Monday . 
referred to two matters connected with past 
naval administration which reflected on various 
officers in the service, and which required re- 
futation. The hon. member dealt first with 
the question of the removal of Admiral Hood 
from the. Dever Command, and suggested that 
it was part of a policy of proscription pursued 
by Lord Fisher. There was i a no 
truth whatever in that statement. It was a 
pure invention, and there could be no difficulty 
whatever if research was made in proving that 
fact by reference to documents in the posses- 
sion of the Admiralty. Admiral Hood 
was a most brilliant and charm- 
who distinguished himgelt 
in the operations on November 14 on the A... 
gian coast. Early in 1915 he (Mr. Churchill) 
formed the opinion that a sea going command 
would be more suited to his ability than the 
peculiarly complicated and technical conditions 
which prevailed in the Straits of Dover, where 
they were endeavouring to organise a great 
trap for submarines, and where what was re- 
quired was not only the skill and daring of a 
Naval Commander of experience, but the techni- 
cal skill of an inventor, and the special aptitude 
of an officer accustomed to improvisation - all 
kinds. He was the person responsible for re- 
moving Admiral Hood from the Dover Com- 
mand, and appointing in his stead Admiral 
Bacon. Admiral Hood was given an appoint- 
ment at sea, and commanded a batile cruiser 
squadron. A sea-going command was far more 
congenial to him than sitting in an office work- 
ing out problems connected with the defence of 
Dover Straits, and in that command he perished 
gloriously in the Battle of Jutland. (Cheers.) 
Admiral Bacon took up command of the Dover 
patfol, and had held it under two successive 
Boards, and over two years, with the entire 
confidence of the different chiefs he served. 
To make out of this a charge of proscription or 
intrigue or favouritism was not only grossly 
unfair, but it was a mental process which did 
not form contact with the truth at any point, 
however remote. (Laughter.) Then it was 
suggested by Admiral Meux that Prince Louis 
of Battenberg brought about a change in the 
method of appointment of Admirals of the Fleet 
in order that he might become an Admiral of 
the Fleet. - That was an odious charge to make 
against Prince Louis. No man had de- 
served better of the country, and no 
man had suffered more from the accident 
of war and of fortune than he had, 
He (Mr. Churchill) thought that the system of 
appointment of Admirals of the Fleet ought to 
have some correspondence to merit and to 
service, and not merely rest on automatic pro- 
motion. He prescribed. three conditions which 
he thought should govern the appointments— 
twelve months’ service in command of a prin- 
cipal Fleet, or twelve months’ service as First 
Sea Lord of the Admiralty, or distinguished 
war service rendered since the rank of captain 
had been attained. One of these three qualifi- 
cations he suggested should in future be indis- 
nsable in selecting Admirals of the Fleet. 
ey were unanimously accepted by the Naval 
Lords, and they were in practice at the present 
day. He did not enter into any of the other 
intimate personal matters referred to by Bir 
Hedworth Meux. They were far beneath the 
attention of the House at the present - time, 
but ts wide publicity had been given to the 
speech of Admiral Meux, he thought it neces- 
sary that these two points should receive cate- 
gorical refutation. 6 had no doubt the Com- 
mittee would accept his statements on the sub- 
ject. If there was any dispute all these facts 
could be confirmed by representatives of the

AN OVERT ACT. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
NEW YORK, Tupspay, 

An Associated Press telegram from Washing: 
ton says—Official despatches have now been re- 
ceived confirmiag the reports of the death of 
Americans on board the Laconia, and the fact 
that the vessel was torpedoed without warning, 
thus establishing a case of an overt act. On 
the basis of the official reports, the sinking of 
the Cunard-r is regarded as another Lusitania 
case, even though fewer lives have been lost. 

President Wilson and the State Department 
Officials are taking up tha position that no 
further steps should be taken until Congress 
has had an opportunity of acting on the Presi- 
dent's request of yesterday. The view prevails 
“that the sinking 0° the Laconia should hasten 
the action by Congress, and it is indicated that 
the Government's first step will be to furnish 
American ships with guns and gunners for de- 
fensive purposes and to insure them in a Go- 
verument War Risk Bureau. 


SURVIVORS IN DUBLIN. 
INTERVIEWS WITH PASSENGERS 
AND CREW. 


The passengers, officers, and crew ef the 
Laconia, the Cunard Company's American liner, 
which was torpedoed on Sunday night, arrived 
in Dublin from Queenstown last evening, and 
left immediately for England. 

The captain, officers, and 57 passengers 
travelled by the evening mail train from Cork 
and left Dublin by the City of Dublin Steam- 
packet Company's service from Kingstown. The 
members of the crew, to the number of 165, 
made the journey from the south by special 
train to North Wall, and then crossed to Holy- 
head by the London and North-Western Com- 
pany’s night steamer. 

The fact that chiefly impressed itself on one's 
mind after chatting with the members of the 
crew was the quiet confidence of these hardy 
sailors and their disregard of the subgnarine 
menace. Most of them have had previous ex- 
periences of being submarined, as they were 
aboard the Laconia’s sister ship, the Franconia, 
when she met with a similar fate. A young 
engineer laughingly said he would take another 
ship when he got back to Liverpool. ' We 
won't worry,” he said; “we know where the 
enemy is, and we will get him all right.” The 
occurrence was taken with equal calm by 
another member of the crew, who remarked 
that he preferred being torpedoed by day than 
by night, and he hoped his next experience 
would be in daylight. It would be more com- 
fortable. 


A STEWARD’S GRAPHIC STORY. 


Mr. F. Smith, of Liverpool, one of the 
stewards of the Laconia, said the torpedo 
entered the ship ‘under the No. 9 hatch with 
the usual “ plumb.” He was accustomed to the 
sound, as he had been torpedoed several times. 
The surprising thmg about the «flair was being 
torpedoed in the dark. The passengers were at 
once warned, and everyone went to his or her 
station. There was no confusion. All the star- 
board boats were got away without any mishap, 
and the boats on the port side were lowered 
with great care. The women an1 clildren were 
the first consideration. When the second 
torpedo struck I happened to be in the water 
swimming, and trying to get into a boat. In- 
deed, at the moment, added Mr. Smith, laugh- 
ing, I was not thinking of ships or canal boats, 
but the sound of the explosion so impressed 
itself on my mind that I am not likely to for- 
get that second torpedo. There were about a 
dozen others in the water. 

Proceeding, Mr. Smith paid a bigh tribute to 
the Rev. Father Saunders for the courage he 
displayed on board the sinking liner, and also 
to the Rev. Father Wareing 

Asked as to the large number of coloured men 
amongst the crew, Mr. Smith said that several 
vacancies amongst the crew had been filled up 
at New York by taking on coloured men. 
“ They behaved very” well when- the 
ship was torpedoed,” he added. Another 
man who behaved very well was a Portuguese 
sailor, whose name I do not know. He was in 
No. 15 boat, 


U BOAT CAPTAIN’S QUERIES. 

Mr. Sidney Smith gave an interesting account of 
his experiences. . The first torpedo hit the ship 
aft, and the second amidships. Afterthe first 
explogion the boats were- quickly ; and 
most of them got safely away. The boat in 


ship when the submarine approached, and the 
commander asked for the captain. Those 
aboard refused to say anything about him. In- 
quiries were then made bv the submarine com- 
mander as to the name of the ship, her tonnage, 
and the number of passengers, and as the U 
boat sheered off he shouted: *‘ You will be all 
right. You will be picked up in an hour by a 
patro] boat. Good night.” Smith referred to 
the splendid services rendered by the Mirses 
Chapman and Miss Munro, who were going from 
America to offer themselves as nurses. 

Mr. George Harvey, quartermaster, stated that 
he was in his berth at 9.20 p.m. when the first 
tarpedo hit the ship aft on the starboard side. 
He ‘assisted in getting off the boats. They got 
off all those on the starboard side, and all, ex- 
cept three, on the port side. He remained on 
board with the captain, officers, and chief engi- 
neer. They went down to see the extent of 
the damace. The engine room waa full of 
water. The ship listed rather heavily, but 
gradually righted herself. When the firat tor- 
pedo struck her a great volume of water! burst 
throneh the hatches. The second hit beneath 
the bridge, on the starboard side, and put out 
the lights. Were it not for being struck a 
second time the Laconia would probably have 
kept afloat. Thev immediately took to g boat, 
which was pushed off by the backwash of the 
ship. Two members of the crew were aboard 
at. this time, and those in the boat endeavouerd 
to get near them, but could not do so, as the 
ship was settling down by the stern, In 
the hoat were the Captain, Chief Officer 
Robertson, First Officer Morrieon, Third Officer 
Woods, the chief engineer, the Marconi 
operator, Harvey, and Seaman Hill. The boat 
was in darkness, while the other boats dis- 
played red lights. The boat was picked up 
by the patrol boata about 5 a.in, 
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TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS IN 
WATERLOGGED BOAT. 

A party of survivore from the Laconia 
reached Cork last evening. They were nine 
hours in a waterlogged lifeboat until picked 
up. The boat contained twenty-one persons, 
and such were the privations that they went 
through that seven died, including two Ameri- 
can ladies,: Mrs. Hoy and Miss Hoy, of 
Chicago. 

A eurvivor, the Rev. F, D. Sargend, 0O.P., 
who was travelling from the West Indies to 
England, via New York, said that he saw the 
submarine come up astern, and hy the aid. 
of the light flashed on the Laconia’s stern 
apparently the captain of the submarine was 
anxious to be eure of the namo of his victim. 
Immediately after the torpedo was discharged 
into the Cunarder. Their boat was launched, 
but reached the water in a damaged condition. 
They had to drift about without oar or 
steering gear in this, boat, with water right up 
to the gunwale, from 10 at night until next 
morning, and they were not picked up until 
3 o'clock that day. Everybody had crowded 
into the bows and’ the stern. Big waves 
washed those who were in a weakened condi- 
tion overboard. One man of the boat's crew 
fell overboard, and could. not be recovered. 
An Anferican negro also died on board, and 
was thrown into the sea, as were also the 
others who succumbed in the boat. This had 
to be done, explained Father Sargend, as, with 
the boat already full of water, the weight of 
seven dead bodies would have made matters 
very critical for us. Asked how long the 
Laconia took to go down, Father Sargend said 
that their boat was about one hundred yards 
away when the ship disappeared. She got the 
first torpedo about 9.40, and at 10.15 the eub- 
marine, apparently thinking she was not sink. 
ing fast enough, discharged another into her 
from the other side. She sank about 10.45, 
Father Sargend referred to the bereavement 
sustained by a young lady standing near him, 
and who, dressed entirely in black, still sobbed 
audibly. She was an actress named Máile. 
Switsie Ziklosi, who was helped min áine: boat 
by her lover, Mr, Cedric Perey Ivatt, a young 
Londoner at business in New York. They were 
returning to England together, and the young: 
lady had to undergo the ordeal of seeing her 
lover die on a lifeboat. She afterwards saw 
his body consigned to the sea. i

In the House of Lords yesterday, 

Lord ORANMORE and BROWNE called at- 
tention to the. statement on tillage issted by 
the Irish Department. of Agriculture on 
January 19th, and moved for papers. Ireland, 
he said, ought not to be treated as. & separate 
entity by the Government in its dealings with 
the agricultural question, but the matter should 
be regarded as affecting tle United Kingdom 
as a whole. The Deparunent’s statement dealt 
with tillage in Ireland, and he asked the Go- 
vernment to consider whether that scheme was 
the one best suited to achieve the object they 
had in. view—namely, the production of the 
greatest.amount of food. He did not intend to 
make any attack on the Department, oí Agri- 
culture in Ireland, much less to indulge in any 
carping criticism. The Department was called 
on, at extremely short notice, to take decisions 
on matters of the gravest importance, and he 
had no doubt that they did so in what they 
believed to be the best interests of the country. 
He hoped that the discussion that night would 
be of assistance to them. The regulation under 
the Defence of the Realm Act dealing with the 
cultivation of land in Ireland differed in two 
particulars from the regulation affecting Eng- 
land, First, it made it compulsory for every 
occupier of ten acrés or more of land in Ireland 
to cultivate 10 per cent. of the arable land ‘of 
his holding, in addition to whatever amount he 
might have cultivated last year, and this ander 

very heavy penalties. Secondly, it put a dif- 
ferent interpretation on the word cultivation. 
It was said that the provision as to compulsory 
tillage was justified by the fact that the com- 
parative amount of land in cultivation in Ire- 
land was less than in England. That did not 
seem to be either a satisfactory or a sufficient 
answer. Ireland should not be considered as a 
separate entity. The Minister of Agriculture 
should have consulted the Department in Ire- 
land, and have taken into consideration the 
climate and soil, and together they could have 
arranged a scheme which would be of the 
greatest advantage to the country. The penal. 
ties for non-compliance with the regulations 
seemed to be more severe than people had any 
idea of. If any tenant made a miscalculation 
as to the amount of his land suitable for tillage, 
or could not procure the necessary manure or 
implements, he might find the Department 
enter upon his land, select five or ten acres 
wherever they liked, and place upon such land 
a tenant who could not be removed until the 
end of the war. That, surely, could not have 
been intended. He should like to have an as- 
surance that any letting by the Department 
under the regulation would be a purely tem- 
porary letting. 

THE GRAZING LANDS. 

In England the word cultivation included all 
land under permanent pasture. In Ireland it 
did not, According to the regulations and ad- 
vertisements it seemed clear that*the Depart- 
ment intended that prime grazing land in Ire- 
land should be broken up. Did the Govern 
ment really intend that that land should be 
broken up? The Board of Agriculture had 
issued a circular to War Agricultural Com- 
mittees in England and Wales, in which they 
said that the Committees should not sanction 
the breaking up of meadow land or grass land 
which could more profitably be used as pasture 
land. The Irish Congested Districts Board 
thought that the breaking up of grass land 
would seriously Aiminish its value. In view of 
these opinions, he hoped that the Trish Board 
of Agriculture. would see the advisability of 
reconsidering the deq@sion to break up the grass 
lands of Ireland. The Congested Districts 
Board and the Land Commission should set a 
better example in increasing the cultivation of 
land. He suggested that before next year the 
Department should see that regulations were 
published in sufficient time to enable landowners 
to consider the beat way to act on them. These 
regulations came as a thunderbolt. . 

CONACRE LETTINGS AND TENANCIES. 

A rumour was abroad that an agitation was 
to be started to try and convert conacre let. 
tings into tenancies. Was-that so? The De- 
partment should consider whether, instead of 
adopting compulsion, they would not do better 
to offer a bonus. There ought also to be an 
opportunity given for appealing from the deci- 
sions of the Departmen! to some independent 
tribunal. 


THE MARQUIS OF SLIGO, 
The Marquis of SLIGO associated himself 


| with the views expressed by Lord Oranmore, 


and asked a number of questions on matters of 
detait arising out of the new regulations. 
He said that those who were owners of home 
farms and domains asked for an assurance irom 
the Government that they would not be the 
victims of a political agitation under the cloak 
of national need and emergency. They were 
threatened with severe pains and penalties if 
they had not begun to till their farms by Feb- 
ruary 28th. With the best intentions in the 
world on their part to comply with these regula- 
tions, there were great difficulties in the way of 
many of them in carrying them out. There was

absolutely unprepared. 
appliances for tillage, nor the necessary fencing 
or buildings. He estimated that the cost of 
tilling the requisite one-tenth of his holding 
would be between £1,000 and £1,500, and he 
consequently put in an application for exemp- 
tion. It was submitted to him that farmers 
like himself obtained exemption on a large scale. 
None of the small farmers would make any 
effort to break up their land and till it in ae- 
cordance with the Regulations. A fortnight ago 
he had embarked, against his own Géanna, 
and solely on patriotic grounds, on an outlay of 
over £1,000 in order to obtain what past ex- 
erience had told him would be inferior crops. 
He did not believe that this policy of the 
indiscriminate breaking up of the finest grass 
lands of Ireland was a sound one. If the finest 
grass lands of England were not to be broken 
up, why should it be otherwise in Ireland? It 
appeared to him to be possible that next year 
there might be an order to increase the area 
under tillage, or, at all events, to 
farmers who have not tilled up to their one- 
tenth to do so. With regard to this he sug- 
gested that during the ensuing summer months 
a set of impartial and practical men should in- 
spect all the grass lands in the West. He en- 
dorsed what the noble lord had said about the 


bonus. 
LORD LANSDOWNE. 


The Marquis of LANSDOWNE regretied that 
it had not been found possible to make the 
necessary appeal to the agricultural community 
in Ireland in & somewhat simpler and more 
intelligible form. A more hopéless morass than 
the official papers dealing with this matter he 
had rarely encountered, Srhey rendered a com- 
plicated position more complicated still, To 
put them into the hands of an ordi- 
nary farmer in Ireland, or of a member of 
an ordinary council, was to ve them 
something which they would find it almost im. 
possible to make head or tail of. Another 
point was the strictly narrow limit of time 
within which these things were expected to be 
done. To-morrow (Wednesday) all this weuld 
be imposed upon the cultivators of the soil in 
Ireland, The occupier. of land, under thease 
regulations, would find that he had put his head 


fairly into the noose. The pains and penalties

NATIONALIST MOTION . 
REJECTED. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. DILLON moved that the National Ser- 
vice Bill do not apply to Ireland. Hé said he 
did so mainly because it was a preliminary to 
a compifsory Act. He warned the Government 
that Ireland would not submit to a compulsory 
Act of this kind. The differences between Eng- 
land and Ireland as regarded labour were such 
that, in his opinion, it would be in the highest 
degree dangerous to apply this Act to Ireland. 
He spoke of: the practice of Irish migratory 
labourers coming to England, and how, even 
before the war, he had been requested to induce 
them, in his own constituency, to come over, as 
labour on the farms in England was so scarce. 
This labour was of extreme valve to the farmers 
of Great Britain, and it was also profitable to 
This sysiem went on 
harmoniously, and with mutual good will, until 
the Compulsory. Military Service Acts were 
passed. He immediately foresaw the risk that 
would result to the Irish labourers, and he 
applied to the Ministers of that day to state 
what would. be the sition of these Irish 
labourers. The then President of the Local 
Government Board, and other Ministers he 
spoke to, repeatedly assured him that the Irish 
labourers would not be imterfered with if they 
came over for harvesting work. That pledge, 
however, was broken. Somé of the men from 
his own constituency, who came across under 
the protection of that Eas were pursued 
to their own homes in Ireland, and arrested 
and dragged into the Army, and one man, 
about whom he went to the War Office himself, 
and proved that he was illegaily arrested, was 
now in Salonika. That sort of thing had con- 
tributed to make innumerable Sinn FJ einers, 
and had created a very bitter feeling, and the 
result wes that no pledge given by a British 
Minister had the slightest value now in Ireland. 
That was why he asked for the exemption of 
Ireland from this bill. / 


HARKING BACK. 

In the early days of the war, when recruiting 
meetings were being held all over Ireland, and 
when for the first time in history Orange bands 
and Nationalist bands joined to play recruits 
to the railway stations, what was going on? 
Agonia of the Government were engaged im the 
West of Ireland holding meetings, and offering 
the Irish labourers £2 per week to go to Eng- 
land, while the recruiting agents were out 
offering a shilling a day to the men to go and 
get killed in the trenches. That was the way 
the British Government did iis business. 
VERY LITTLE RECRUITING IN IRELAND. 

He adinitted that there- was very little re- 
erniting going on in Ireland to-day. But a 
great appeal was being made to Irishmen to 
increase their food cultivation. Mr. Prothero 
had said that the hope of the English farmers 
largely depended on Irish labour. But what 
was the experience of Irish labourers 
last year in Lincolnshire. They were hunted 
and hounded off the farms, and were not 
allowed to do their work. If they applied this 
bill to Ireland, “they would be treating the 
whole United Kingdom as one country. That 
was impossible. The Director of Nationdl Ser- 
vice would have power to send Irishmen over 
to England, and, if they came, what security 
would they have that they would not be in- 
sulied and boycotted and refused exelter, as 
they were before? They would have to make 
peace between the two countries before they 
could be treated as one. There would be an 
extremely jealous feeling against any attempt 
to extend this scheme to Ireland until, at ail 
events, there was an assurance that if Irish 
labourers were invited to volunteer they would 
not be boycotted as they had been ia ft ast. 
They must recognise that Lreland was a wholly 
separate country, and must be dealt with on its 
own merits. The Prime Minister last week laid 
down the principle of a minimum wage. What 
were the intentions of the Irish Government in 
this respect? Labour was very scarce in Ire- 
and. here was not enough of it to increase 
the cultivation of Ireland, He believed that 
this bill would: be used to strip the land of Ire- 
fand, and to Wikké it itipdssible to even main- 
tain the tillage of last year. The bill would 
be received with suspicion in Ireland. He be- 


lieved that it was only the prelude to a com- 


pulsory bill, and for that reason he opposed 
tis extension to Ireland, 


SIR JOHN LONSDALE. 


Sir JOHN LONSDALE said that the Unionists 
of Ireland were opposed to Mr. Dillon's amend- 
ment, and he believed that the hon. member 
himself was completely out of sympathy with 
the great body of Nationalist opinion. Mr, 
Dillon’s fears were caused by the spectre of 
conscription looming in the background, and 
they were not allayed by the clear and definite 
assurances given by the Home Secretary. The 
suspicions of the hon, member were calculated 
to place Ireland in a very unfavourable light 
with the people of Great Britain. Ireland had 
been exempted from compulsory military service 
because of the threat of the hon. member for 
East Mayo that resistance would be offered. 
Now they had the hon. member proposing that 
the Irish people should not be asked even to 
volunteer for civilian service. if the 
amendment was not intended to dis- 
courage help for the Allied cause by 
keeping back civilian labour, then he was un- 
able to understand what purpose the hon. mem- 
ber had in view. The Unionists of Ireland 
strongly protested against this proposal to ex- 
clude Ireland from the operation of the bill. 
They were ready to accept all the obligations 
which would be borne by the people of Great 
Britain. (Cheers.) 


CAPTAIN O’NEILL, 


Captain O'NEILL said it, seemed somewhat 
illogical of the hon. member who proposed the 
amendment, to suggest that those pepe in 
Treland who wished to take part in National 
Service should be preven from doing so, 
when he himself was taking part, perhaps more 
fully than most other Irishmen to-day, in, at 
any rate, a service which, whether it was 
helpful or not, was in a sense national. He 
must protest against the desire of some mem- 
bers of the Nationalist Party to prevent those 


| Irishmen—and he dare say there were not a few 
| both in the North and the South of Ireland who 
| desired to do so—from bearing their full share

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STATEMENT BY LORD CURZON. 
In the House of Lords yesterday, = 
Earl CURZON, replying to the Marquis of 
Crewe, said that the House would entirely agree 
ith the noble marquis in the éncomiums he 
d on what had been undoubtedly a great 
and successful feat of agmse-by. General Maude 
in Mesopotamia. (Cheers.) The full accounts 
in the newspapers that morning disclosed the 
whole of the information received by the" Go- 
vernment up to Monday afternoon. He would 
read the only é“lesram that had come to hand 
since. It ran as follows :— 
“On the morning of. February 25th our gun- 
boats, cavalry, and infantry moved westwards 
in pursuit of the retreating enemy. Strong 
Turkish rear-guards, supported by artillery, 
were found to be occupying entrenched. posi- 
tions 15 miles W.N.W. of Kut, evidently cover: 
ing the withdrawal from Bghailah of his guns 
and stores. After intense bombardment our in- 
fantry assaulted the enemy's position, and ob- 
tained a footing therein, whilst our cavalry 
operated round the Turkish northern flank. 
During the day, at least 60 prisoners, numerous 
flocks, besides arms, equipment, tents, am- 
munition, and stores, have been captured. Later 
in the evening the Turks began towing their 
bridge up siream, but the steamer slipped ite 
tow on being bombarded by our. aeroplanes, 
and the pontoons floated down stream some 
distance.”” (Cheers.) . 
It would be obvious from that telegram that 
the scene of operations had been sinfted from 
Kut to a point considerably further up the 
river, and, therefore, the mitial success an- 
nounced in the telegrams on Monday and that 
morning had been continued and pursued. 


THE PRISONERS. 


With regard to the question put by the noble 
marquis concerning the prisoners, .and the 
locality where the bulk of the Turkish prisoners 
were taken, a large number were taken at each 
stage of the operations—first, in the operations 
for clearing the south, or right bank of the 
river, right up to the junction of the Hai with 
the main stream; secondly, and more particu- 
larly, in the Dahra bend of the river, imme- 
diately below Shumran; and, thirdly, in the 
operations which cotsisted in the direct and 
most gallant frontal attack on the Sanna-i-Yat 
trenches.

LATE ARCHDEACON OF

ADDRESS BY THE ARCHBISHOP. 


The funeral of the Venerable Robert Walsh, 
D.D., Reetor of St. Mary’s, Donnybrook, and 
Archdeacon of Dublin, took place yesterday. 
It was the occasion of manifest respect and
